DAYTON-NEW YORK AIR ‘RAID

| nue, when he attempted to pick the 
| pocket of a customer, Paul Swetich, 
| 1918 Angelrodt street. Recent vic- 
‘tims of pickpockets were sum- 
/'moned to view the prisoner and he 
'was identified as ihe man who stole 
|$7 from Amos Purcell, 1536 Wells- 
iton place, on a Béllefontaine street 
car at Fourteenth street and La- 
fayette avenue, May 12. A warrant 
charging larceny from the person 
| was issued in the Purcell case. 

Under the name of John Carl- 

ton, Downey was sentenced to the 
Missouri Penitentiary in 1911 for 
assault to kill. When arrested ‘‘1¢ 
last time he gave a Chicago ad- 
dress.

Industrial Feudalism.

In the textile villages of South 
Carolina, for example, the chief 
difference between the position oc- 
cupied by the mill owners and that 
occupied by the feudal barons of 
the middle ages was that the bar- 
ons usually assumed the responsi- 
bility of seeing that their tenants 
got enough to eat. 

Augustus W. Smith, owner of a 
large cotton mill near Greenville, 
S. C., testifying in a manner of be- 
wilderment mixed with grief, de-

stand why labor trouble had brok- 
en out among “our people.” He 
explained that the company owns 
the houses in-which the workers 
live, that it built a church and a 
‘lodge hall for them, and that it 
pays half the pastor’s salary. 

“Do you supply the Sunday 
School teachers, too?’’ sarcastically 
inquired Senator Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, author of the resolution. 

“Well, not exactly,”’ was the un- 
expectedly serious response, “but 
| my general manager teaches a big 
| Bible class there.” 
| Can't Understand Strike. 

“T can’t imagine what came over 
them to make them strike,” con- 
tinued the plaintive Mr. Smith. “‘It 
was just like a fever seizing them.
